“From the investigation I have 
made on the subject of vocational 
education, as now being conducted by 
the government,” he said, “I am con- 
vinced that our present method of 
placement training has been demon. 
strated conclusively to be wrong. For- 
mer service men, who have been given 
medical attention in hospitals, are 
now being placed in many instances in 
Sweatshops and ‘mushroom concerns.’ 

“They are not being given the 
training contemplated by the govern- 
ment, but on the other hand are being 
used as'a source of cheap labor for 
the purpose of ea®ning profits for the 
managers of these institutions. 


How the Scheme Works. 


“This is made possible by reason of 
the fact that the government pays 
$100 a month to the soldier, who is 
theoretically being trained, in addition 
to maintenance for his family, and a 
fee to the instructing concern. 

“Thfs arrangement makes it possible 
fer the head of the industry employing 
the veterans to pay them something in 
addition to what they receive from the 
government. While the sum paid by 
the head of the concern may exceed 
the fee the firm receives ‘from the gov- 
ernment, nevertheless the pay to the 
veteran is less than paid for similar 
service to civilians in similar employ- 
ment. 

“IT doubt very much ff 6 per cent of 
the entire 6,000 veterans represent 
@s rehabilitated are actually engaged 
in the work assigned to them by. the 
government.

AMERICA’S EXPOSED CHIN. 


American interests; necessities, and policies in 
the Pacific pivot on two points. One is Hawaii 
and the other is Guam. Hawaii, 2,100 nautical 
miles from San Francisco, is the protection of the 
American coast. Guam, 1,500 nautical miles from 
the Philippines, could be the protection of the 
islands. 

A powerful fleet, based on Pearl Harbor  Ha- 
wali, can give the American mainland security 
from attack on the Pacific side. A base at Dutch 
Harbor in the Aleutian islands would give added 
protection to Alaska. 

Hawaii protects, or can protect, the American 
continent, American communities, and American 
homes, but it does hot protect American posses- 
sions in the far Pacific. It is 5,000 miles from the 
Philippines. 

A Japanese military expedition of 
strength to master the Philippines could be on the 
islands within a week. An attack on them would 
probably be simultaneous with an attack on Guam, 
if that island were, as it is now, virtually unfort!- 
fied. Neither the Philippines nor Guam could re- 
sist the attack, which could be made upon them 
with a suddenness for which the United States 
would not be. prepared. 

There is no base in the Philippines which can 
supply the neéds of a great fleet. An American 
military expert has recommended the use of an 
airplane defense to prevent the landing of troops 
from transports, but there is no. defense in fortifi- 
cations which would be availing. — 

Hector Bywater in his “Sea Power in the Pa- 
cific” quotes a letter to him from a “ distinguished 


sufficient 


. American naval officer,” who wrote: “ The Philip- 


pines are there for Japan whenever she wants to 
take them, and nothing can prevent her from 
seizing them when she feels disposed to do so. 
An expeditionary force, consisting of eighteen knot 
transports, guarded by a squadron of reasonable 
strength, could leave the southern ports of Japan, 
reach Manila in three days, and make itself abso- 
lute master of Luzon before succor could arrive 
from Hawaii, our nearest naval base, which is some 
5,000 miles away. Consequently, when the ‘ rescu- 
img fleet’ did turn up, it would find the Japanese 
flag waving over Manila and itself, with depleted 
bunkers, forced to fight under the most disadvan- 
tageous conditions, or to she an ignominfious re- 


treat. That is not merely a picture of what might 


happen, but of what most assuredly will happen 
if war breaks out within the next few years.” 

The uncertainty felt in the United States regard- 
ing the future of the Philippines seems to be re- 
solving in favor of retention. Reasons for this 
may be guessed at, but they are notgxplained. It 
may, be that the government feels that to evacuate 
the islands would be to give up the last opportunity 
of contending for American rights in China against 
Japanese control. | 

If the Philippines were given up the American 
frontier would be brought 6,000 miles nearer home 
and the American fleet, with an entirely sufficient 
base in Hawali, would be equal to any probable 
task in the Pacific, and it would be a virtual cer- 
tainty that no serious aggression against American 
territory would be successful. If the United States 
did not have the Philippines, its strategic position 
would be almost as favorable as that vor Japan’ 
for defense. ow 

So long as the United States has no naval base 
either in the Philippines or in Guam, Japan is 
virtually impregnable. So long as the United 
States has the Philippines and has Guam unforti- 
fied, it has defenseless territory 6,000 miles trom 
its guns. 

Guam is a pivot on which policy ought to turn. 
The uncertainty of American procedure in -the 
Pacific makes a defined policy difficult to find, al- 
though there is a transparent movement. and pos- 
sibly a destiny. The United States stepped out 
into the ocean to Hawaii, to Samoa, the Midway 
island, and Guam and the.Philippines to the shore 
of Asia, and almost to the door of Japan, but, thue 
extending itself, it did not protect itself. 

Years ago Guam might have been fortified with- 
out arousing Japan. If it had been, the recognized 
fact of its value might have prevented President 
Wilson from agreeing to the transfer of the Ger- 
man islands surrounding it to Japan, encircling it 
with submarine bases. The United States has 
allowed events to combine against it. 

If the United States reduced its frontiers to ocon- 
form to its military plans, it might keep the peace 
from Hawali. If it extended ite military plans to 
conform to its frontiers it might keep the peace 
from Guam. If it extends one and contracts the 

_ other, it offers a tempting opportunity to an ex- 


panding military power to make war on its own | 


terms at the greatest possible disadvantage of 
America. 

The United States has pivoted its policy of na- 
tional defense on Hawali and it has pivoted its 
policy of diplomacy on the Philippines. There is 
a most dangerous gulf between the two, in which 
America may suffer cruelly. It is not probable that 
the American people would submit to the humilia- 
tion of having Guam and the Philippine, taken by 
the Japanese. No military student of the American.

PURDUE WILL USE 


SQUARE DEFENSE 
AGAINST STAGES

Forms Double Defense.

The square defense is .formed by 
pullipg the center out of his position 
and placing him behind either tackle 
.The player, known as the defensive 
quarter back, plays behind the other 


play back of the center and defensive 
quarterback about five yards and a lit- 
tle to the outside. 


Backs Protect for Passes. 


The two players immediately behind 
the scrimmage line are expected to 
check plays sent through the line or 
those which slide off the tackles. The 
ends smash in .the usual manner of 
turning the play to the inside, while 
the defensive half backs are in posi- 
tion to protect the field on forward 


passes. 
Successful use of the,defense depends 
upon a powerful line, especially tackles 
and guards. The former can be played 
wide on open formations, while the 
defensive line can tighten up when- 
ever line plungés are expected. When 
an offensive eleven has considerable 
ground to gain on a third or fourth 
down, a forward pass or punt can be 
expected. Under such conditions the 
defense can loosen up to protect all 
parts of the field.

“It 
is impossible—costs more than rebuild- 
ing with concrete—and. we are going 
to have to rebuild the roads. Any plan 
to lay “Willite,” or any other surfacing 
on the old base on Lake street is 
against state highway specifications 
and cannot be done legally.” : 


Repair Estimate Shows Cost. 


It was learned that the centractor 
called on to estimate the cost‘of re- 
pairing one mile of the Des Plaines 
avenue pavement laid in 1917, reported 
the repair cost at $29,000—practically 
as much as a new concrete road would 
cost. 

The Lake street improvement is still 
hanging fire, with the exception of six 
miles running from Ontarioville into 
Elgin, which is being concreted by the 
Gertz Construction company. 

Walter Leihinger, secretary of the 
Commonwealth Construction company, 
said last night that “Willite” is a 
sheet asphalt pavement, treated with 
copper sulphate to make it hard. 

“It can be laid on any kind of base,” 
he added. “We thought to use the 
foot thickness of old macadam and 
stone on the Lake street road as a 
base in this case. Our bid on these 
plans ran about $7,000 lower a mile 
than bids for concrete surfacing.”

every location on the lawn. If this 
were not true there would be compar- 
atively few flowers grown on city and 
suburban lawns, where ground availa- 
ble for flower beds is shaded more or 
less all day. 
Not only is there a growing demand 
for flowers that will thrive in shady 
spote, but plants that will bloom early 
in the spring are found the most val- 
vuable, especially in Chicago and other 
sections Where the winters are rela-— 
tively long. 
Unless early bloomers are used to 
brighten up the lawn in spring the 
flowering season is short, for, ordinar- 
fly, the plants are wilted by frosts 
early in the fall on lawns near the lake 
shore. 
The ability of bulbous plants to adapt 
themselves to different locations with 
reference to sunlight and soil and the 
earliness of the flowers are important 
things to consider in selecting bulbs 
to be planted in the fall for early 
flowers. 
Daffodils are of this kind. They 
will thrive in a shady location about 
as well as they do in full sunlight; and, 
in fact, they last longer in the shade. 
They produce beautiful effects and 
can be crowded back under the 
branches within a few inches of the 
base of the shrubs, blooming so early, 
in many cases, that their flowers are 
out before the shrubbery leaves begin 
to appear. 
They work in nicely with perennial 
beds, blooming early and becoming con- 
bloom
